The distinguished Pennsylvanian, Gov. 
Reeder, is now on a visit to Kansas, where 
he seems to be quite popular. He made a 
speech at Lawrence in which allusion is 
made to various incidents which occurred 
while he was Governor of. that Territory.

It has ever stood blockiog up the path- 
way of progreas—checking every needed 
improvement—retarding every attempted 
reformation—and claiming the perpetuity 
and continuance of error and wrong, for 

.ethe reason that they are venerable in years. 
There is nothing “in conservatism, in the 
Bense in which it js so often used, to com- 
mend it to the especial regard of a free 
people; and when the path of duty lies 
clearly open—when some great abuse calls 
for correction, with all the terrors of rad- 
icaliam before us, we will follow that path 
and correct that abuse, 

But as applied to our politics, conserva- 
tism has a much different meaning than 
that attributed to it by our modern Democ- 
racy. It is simply the desire and effort to 
preserve what is established—as applied to 
our politics it must have reference more 
particularly to those gieatand cardinal po- 
litical ideas embodied in the very structure 
of the Government itself—ideas from’ the 
aasertion of which the Government derived 
ita being and existence, and the final tri- 
umph of which it ia the great! and leading 
parpose of olir National carver to achipve. 

The evidence, if any were needed, that 
this idea loooked to the consceration of all 
our territory then untainted with slavery, 
to the interests of free labor, can be found 
upon almost every page of the congressional 
reoords of those men who moulded our in- 
stitutions.

They who hold the affirmative on this 
question, represent the only true and le-

cys. ! 

To these self-styled conservatists, every 
question in which the interests of slavery 
are in any way involved, is bristling with 
dangers. Every political principle looking 
to the interests of free labor is populous 
with terrors. In eyery discussion relating 
to these principles, to their dyspeptic and 
vivid imaginations, horror looms on horror. 
The moment that a Senator undertakes to 
insist that freedom is national in its char- 
acter and should be controlling, these ven- 
erable political flunkeys throw up their 
their hands ‘in holy horror, run for their 
medicaments and their cordials, their eat- 
nip and their laudanum—their paragoric 
and their penny royal; a nigger is in the 
question and the Union is in danger. 

The people have however, long since 
dispensed with the services of a great ma 
jority of these venerable men. We wish 
them no harm, and would not unnecessarily 
disturb or frighten them in their tranquil

If, as Chief Justice Taney has argued, the 
“negro has no rights the white man is 
bound to respect," how is it, that the wise 
men who framed our constitution, provided 
therein that they should be representedin 
Congress?

titled to representation as such—that suid 
representation was not based-upon them as 
property. When Judge ,Taney declared 
that “there is no difference between the 
property in negroes, and any other species 
of property,” did itoccur to him that the 
framers of the Constitution had viewed it 
ina different light? Did he suppose that 
one species of\property was to be represen- 
ted in Congress, and not another, and at 
the same. time contend, that there is no 
difference inthem? Would it have been 
deemed: fair, that Massachusetts with her 
millions of capital vested in factories should 
go unrepresented, and that Virginia should 
have her capital represented ? 

The truth is, the Dred Scott decision is 
so full of absurdities and strained points, 
to establish a false theory that the better 
judgment of the people cannot, and do not 
believe it. Negroes are persons, and as, 
such, have rights that even the white man 
should respect. 

Itis contended that Mr. Taney made no 
such decision. Let those who make the 
assertion read the decision, before they risk 
their Iegal judgment upon it. Mr. Taney 
says that the “negro race wasin early days 
considered so far beneath the white race, 
that they had no rights the white man was 
bound to respect,” and he argues at length, 
to prove it. After thinking he had estab- 
lished that such was their condition, and 
that up to. this day, they have retained the 
same condition, he makes his decision in the 
Dae Scorr case, and bases it upon that 


theory. 

So careful was Mr. Taney in choosing the 
words in which té clothe his opinion, that 
he said Chief Justice Marshall did not 
weigh his words well in giving his opinion 
in the Territoial question regarding Florida, 
in which opinion Mr. Marshall decided that 
Congress possessed all power over the Ter- 
ritoricé belonging to the United States, even 
to Legislative authority.

notified him to beware of its influence) that 
this controlling poser of the party had

Was a Whig, but not! an ultra one, and be- 
ing personally identified with the slave in- 
terest of the country. But that it may be 
seen that Gen. Cass about the timéithat the 
Presidential election was coming on chang- 
his former views, I will quote a short para- 
graph from his noted) Nicholson ‘letter, 40 
wit: ‘The Wilmot proviso hag been be- 
fore the country for some time. It has 
been repeatedly discussed in Congress, and 
by the public press.

change has been going on in the public 
mind upon the subject, in’ my own as ell 
as others; and that doubts are resolving 
themselves into convictions, that the prin:

governments.” This letter, enabled Gen. 

Cass to pass muster, and he obtained the 
| nomination for President, andi the views 
that he set forth in the Nicholson. letter 
became the position of the Democratic 
party.

Territories, and went before the people in 
this light for an ¢xpression, Gen, Cass be- 
| ing the candidate, but was defeated, as be-

John ©. Calhoun then being head and

Hence the history of the times show how 
definitely the Democratic party has. been 
dictated to and controlled by the.
